GENERAL CLINTON Bowen Fisk, a distinguished 
officer of volunteers during the war, died suddenly, 
July 9, at bis residence in New York City. Gen 

isk, at the close of the war, was sent to Nashville 

assistant commissioner under General O. O. How 

ard to carry out the work of the Freedman’s Bu- 
reau. His services in the restoration of order 
and industry were heartily appreciated by both 
whites and blacks. His observation of the needs of 
the negroes led to his founding, in 1867, the Fisk 
University for the education of colored youth. He 
held many responsible public positions, was a phil- 
antbropist, and av uncompromising prohbibitionist. 
He leaves a wife, two sons, and one daughter. 


GENERAL GILMAN MARSTON, a distinguished sol- 
dier, and statesman of New Hawmpsbire, died July 2 
at his home in Exeter. He was among the first to 
tender his service to the Government at the out- 
break of the Rebellion, and being appointed in June, 
1861, colonel of the 2d New Hampshire Volunteers, 
he led that regiment in the first battle of Bull Run, 
through the Peninsula campaign under McClellan, 
at the second Bull Run and at Fredericksburg. In 
1863 he was commissioned a brigadier-general. He 
was attached to the Army of the James in 1864, 
fighting at Kingsland Creek, Drury’s Bluff, Cold 
Harbor and Petersburg. 


The funeral of the late Lieut. Henry G. Ellsworth, 
U, 8. Marine Corps, took place at Mare {sland, June 
26, and was attended by all the officers of the corps 
and most of the naval officers from the yard and 
ebips. The service was read at the grave by Chap- 
lain Frank Thompson. The burial was at the naval 
cemetery.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Tue cruiser Newark, which is undergoing com- 
pletion at Cramps’ yard, will have steam in her 
boilers for the first time this week, and will proba- 
bly be tried about the last of August. 

A DESPATCH from Washington of July 9 says: 
Naval officers who have been ordered to hold them- 
selves in readiness for orders for the Philadelphia 
are anxious to know where that vesselistogo. It 
bas not yet been decided at the Navy Department. 

OnE of the new additions to the interesting pic- 
tures and moaels of vessels of the New Navy, which 
adorn the office of the Secretary of the Navy, is a 
handsome water color representing the new battle 
ship as itis to be. The Bureau of Construction and 
Repair is, as usual, responsible for this new work of 
art. 

Tue N. Y. Times says: “ The squadron of evolu- 
tion, lately organized, bas just finished its cruise in 
European waters and has ‘been most favorably 
criticised by the foreign naval authorities. In 
point of efficiency it can stand comparison with the 
fleets of other countries, and. although not counting 
a heavy battleship like the Victoria of England or 
the Sardegna of Italy, its fighting qualities are 
equal to any. With a few more such ships the 
United States will hold rank on the high seas 
worthy of her place among nations. Having given 
the Europeans an opportunity of realizing our suc- 
cess in building up our Navy as far as we have gone, 
the new ships are now to cruise in the South Atilan- 
tic, with Rio as headquarters.” 

Tue Cowles Aluminium Bronze Co. have made ar- 
rangements to have a test of their aluminium 
bronze at the Watertown testing machine at an 
early date, and have invited the Navy Department 
to detail one or more officers to witness the test. 
Efforts have been made to bring about a compara- 
tive test between this metal and the manganese 
bronze made by E. H. Crampand Co., but they have 
not yet been able to come to an ment. Me- 
chanical engineers are much divided as to the com- 
parative merits of the metals, aud this test would 
be very valuable. Manganese bronze is very gen- 
erally used for the propellers of naval vessels, but 
in the Petrel the Columbian Iron Works of ti- 
more used aluminium bronze with fair results.

We have received a copy of the report of the In- 
ternational Meteorologic Congress at Paris, France, 
Sept. 19-26, 1889, prepared by Lieut. Aaron Ward, 
U. 8. Navy, under the direction of Capt. Henry F. 
Picking, U. 8. N., the present hydrographer. In the 
introduction, Capt. Picking refers to the value and 
interest of the report, and ss: “This office is 
heartily in favor of more effective co-operation be- 
tween the various offices that are working in ma- 
rine meteorologic research, and it is interesting to 
note the strong support given by this congress to 
this matter. Attention has also been called to the 
fact that an international system of simultaneous 
observation might well be arranged in order to 
chart and discuss data for the southern hemisphere, 
as bas been done already for the northern, and this 
is a subject in which navigators are espewially inter- 
ested. It must, | think, be acknowledged, that the 
geueral results of such international congresses are 
very good, and it 1s gratifying to kvow that this 
office was represented, and represented so well, upon 
this occasion.”

“THE CANTEEN ON TRIAL. 


THE canteen now appeals to its merits. Ii is on 
trial. It will stand or fall according to the history 
it makes for itself. It has deserved, and will re- 
ceive a fair trial. It will be judged by the effect it 
produces on discipline and the good behavior of the 
men. Temporarily it must stand on the good opin- 
ions of its friends. But the final test will be in the 
daily guard house reports, the courts, the deposits 
with paymasters, desertions and other evidences 
of an improved moral condition of the Army, for 
intemperance confessedly affects all these facts. 

If the canteen is run primarily “for revenue 
only,” it will tell its own story, and this will be 
told by posts. Soon the index fingers will point to 
the posts where the administration is in the inter- 
ests of a temperate and reasonable supply of beer, 
and those where the saloon runs ‘‘wide open for all 
there is im it.” The Army can now “show its 
hand.” If it is for temperance, it can have it. If 
it is for intemperance, it can bave that. 

The public discussion of the canteen has brought 
the subject of intemperance in the Army to public 
notice, and now the people will watch the effects of 
the experiment. The abolition of the post trader 
was through no antagonism to the trader, but be- 
cause it was believed that the Army would be more 
temperate if the use of intoxicating drinks was 
under the more immediate control of post adminis_ 
tration. If this provesa mistake the trader will 
have his day again. 

Administrative officers should guard carefully 
the metheds at the canteens. Cut off sales before 
the drunken stage has been entered by those who 
cannot control their appetites. See that all who 
manage the canteen are strictly sober men, Refuse 
beer to habitual drunkards. Cut off credit in every 
form for beer. 

The canteen can be perpetuated if its friends 
prove true friends, and work to make it a conser- 
vator of sobriety, thrift in the soldier (which it 
should be) and good discipline. 


DOING HONOR TO JOHN ERICSSON. 

THE Essex is now at the Brooklyn Navy- 
yard fitting out for the purpose of conveying 
the remains of John Ericsson to Sweden. 
The request of the Swedish Government, coming 
through our State Department, asking for 
the transfer of Ericsson’s remains to bis native 
land, gives opportunity for a most graceful and 
gracious act on the part of the United States. It 
is to be hoped that our Navy Department will be 
able to find some better way to improve this oppor- 
tunity than by sending as its representative on this 
service the little old third-rate Essex. The selec- 
tion of such a vessel for such a service will be ac- 
cepted by the Swedes, and accepted by Ericsson’s 
friends in this country, as an unfortunate indication 
of a lack of due appreciation of the man to whom 
the Navy and the country owes so much. 

The United States does not own a vessel which 
will not be dignified by this duty. It has no officer 
so high in rank, so distinguished in service, that he 
will not be honored by being chosen to command it 
upon this mission. Noman has a higherclaim upon 
the gratitude of the American people than John 
Ericsson; jno one holds a higher place in the pride 
and affection of the great people—great in ability 
and in their history, if not in numbers—who have 
asked that they be suffered to do honor to his 
memory in the land that gave him birth. Here, 
surely, is such opportunity for a display of 
national courtesy as does not often occur. The 
occasion should not be lost. The Swedes are a 
proud people, and like all proud people they are sen® 
sitive as to any indication of a disposition to under- 
value them. The King of Sweden, Oscar II., was 
moreover, for many years a personal friend 
and admirer of Ericsson, as is shown by the 
constant correspondence maintained between the 
two, and the numerous autograph letters from the 
King found among Ericsson’s papers. The request 
to which our Government is about to re- 
pond is therefore no perfunctory one but it re- 
represents the sentiment of Ruler and People in 
the country where the name of Ericsson leads all 
the rest. Aside from and in addition to this there 
are in our Northwestern States a large Scandinavian 


population, distinguished for their intelligence, 
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thrift and ability, who recognize in Ericsson the 
representative of their race who holds, and will 
hold, chief place in American history. 

It is proposed that the Philadelphia should be 
substituted for the Essex as the bearer of the re- 
mains of Ericsson and there seems to be no reason 
why this change should not be made. If the time 
saved in crossing the Atlantic with this fast new 
cruiser is added to the time required to fit out the 
Essex, the difference in the date of arrival at 
Stockholm cannot be great. Our information is 
that the Philadelphia can be made ready in time 
to take advantage of the open season at Stockholm 
if despatch is shown. 








THE report has been received at the War Depart- 
ment of the Artillery School Board—Colonel H. W. 
Closson, Lieut.-Colonels D. W. Flagler and W. R. 
King, and Majors H. C. Hasbrouck and Arthur 
MacArthur, Jr. The Board highly commend the 
discipline and instruction of the School, which is 
the more noticeable owing to the lack of suitable 
rooms and material. An appropriation of $22,680 
is recommended. An administration and school 
building and additional school quarters and eight 
officers’ quarters are proposed, and a heavy artil- 
lery outfit. The instructors in the several depart- 
ments should be added to the school staff. Lectures, 
courses of reading and study, and practical work 
should be substituted for recitations, with frequent 
examinations and submission of papers. There 
should be a limited and compulsory course and one 
more extended and elective. 

It is recommended that fitness only and not rank, 
regiment, or corps, should govern details, and that 
these should continue for such length of time as 
the interests of the service will permit ; that offi- 
cers not over 35 should be detailed for instruction 
in ballistics, bigh explosives, electricity, and me- 
chanical engineering, according as they display a 
patural aptitude for such studies. The Board is 
deeply impressed with the ability and devotion of 
the officers of the school in their work, and con- 
gratulate them on the rapid progress the school has 
made ; also the graduating class of student-officers 
on the proficiency attained. Their report covers 
every subject thoroughly and intelligently, and 
shows generally a most flourishing condition of 
affairs there. 








THE Rev. Dr. 3. F. De Costa, a New York clergy- 
man, in a recent sermon said: *‘ There is not a 
nation or a combination of powers on earth that 
would undertake to wage war on the United States. 
A navy, as a national defence, is not, and never 
will be needed. The new Philadelphia has already, 
by her trial trip, developed the highest interest for 
the people, by affording sporting men a day’s 
amusement and causing considerable money to 
change hands. The world is going to leave war- 
sbips behind as it left the canal boat and the stage 
coach, and very soon we shall need a museum in 
which to keep the steel cruisers with the stage 
coach and one-handled plow. Our defence is in 
being just with foreign countries.” That absolute 
justice would save us from war is so obvious that 
it was hardly worth while to say it. The question 
is as to how we are to secure justice in international 
affairs, how we are to obtain an agreement between 
parties with conflicting interests as to what justice 
is, and what we are to do in case they continue to 
differ and the dispute becomes aggravated to the point 
of strife. The reverend gentleman might accomplish 
much good if he would instruct us on these points, 
instead of indulging himself in these comfortable 
platitudes. The week his sermon appears signals a 
controversy between a clergyman and a bishop of 
the church to which Dr. De Costa belongs. The 
clergyman, in a letter published in a church paper, 
accuses the bishop of an act of serious injustice 
toward another clergyman of the same communion. 
Either this charge is true or the clergyman has him- 
self been guilty of injustice towards his bishop. 
There is clearly injustice somewhere here, and will 
the Rev. Dr. De Costa permit us to suggest that if 
the clergy cannot agree as to what is justice among 
themselves they are a little premature in asking us to 
base our hopes of freedom and of continued national 
existence upon its universal prevalence among the 
laity and its controlling influence in the counsels 





of nations. Talking is very easy, where it involves 
no accompaniment of practical action, but those 
who are forced to deal with the world as it is, from 
day to day and bour to hour, in matters involving 
grave responsibility, cannot wait until the clergy 
have reformed it. 








AFTER forty-five years’ honorable service Colonel 
Beekman Du Barry comes to the head of the De- 
partment which he has so honestly and efficiently 
represented for the past twenty-nine years. Sen- 
iority was not the only reason why he should have 
been selected for the Commissary Generalship; he 
is qualified im every respect for the position, and 
bis long service entitles him to the recognition he 
has received. Everybody around the War Depart- 
ment is delighted over the appointment, and we 
presume this is the general sentiment of the Army. 
The chief regret is that he has only two years and 
a half to serve before reaching the retirement age. 








Tue time for the commencement of the annual 
Division and Department rifle competitions is close 
at hand, and soon the crack of the rifle will be 
heard in the land. An excellent season is antici- 
pated. 





Post COMMANDERS have just completed their 
annual inspections under par. 954, A. R., 1889, and 
are preparing their reports on the new blank, which 
is certainly an exhaustive one. 








Now that Comptroller Gilkeson has ruled that 
all classes of claims for longevity pay under the 
Watson decision will be disallowed by the account- 
ing officers, the only means of redress left claim- 
ants is Congress. Possibly his successor, when ap- 
pointed, may takea different view of the matter, 
but this is too uncertain for those interested, and 
even before Mr. Gilkeson made known bis adverse 
ruling the attorneys in charge of the bulk of the 
claims had sought legislativeaction. Several meas- 
ures have been introduced and referred to appro- 
priate committees, but thus far no action has been 
taken beyond a reference of some of the bills to the 
Department for report. Senate bill 3896, the text 
of which was published in the JourRNAL some time 
ago, was lately sent to the Second Auditor of the 
Treasury for his views. The Auditor's office, which 
has been favorable to the allowance of these claims 
ever since the Supreme Court made known its de- 
cision in the Morton case, bas prepared the follow- 
ing substitute for the Senate bill, and, it is under- 
stood, recommended its passage. This being the 
case, it is not unlikely that the Senate Military 
Committee may soon act favorably upon it. Still 
the large amount involved is likely to provoke con- 
siderable controveisy, and many months will prob- 
ably elapse before any legislation is finally had on 
the subject: “That the accounting officers of the 
Treasury be and they are hereby directed, on appli- 
cation being made by claimants or their heirs or 
legal representatives, to reopen accounts or claims 
settled at any time by said accounting officers or 
paid in the ordinary manner by disbursing officers 
under a construction of law subsequently declared 
by the Supreme Court of the United States 
to be erroneous, and all such accounts or claims 
shall be resettled and adjusted in accordance with 
the law applicable thereto as coastrued by said Su- 
preme Court.” 





Wira the retirement of Colonel Wm. D. Whipple 
on August 2 next, several changes in stations of As- 
sistant Adjutants-General will, no doubt, follow. 
It is pretty well settled already that Colonel 
Geo. D. Ruggles will succeed Colonel Whipple at 
New York, and that Lieut.-Colonel O. D. Greene, 
now Adjutant-General of the Department of the 
Missouri, will go to San Francisco in place of 
Colonel Ruggles. Several other changes will prob- 
ably ensue, but they depend largely upon what con- 
clusion is finally reached in regard to the consolida- 
tion of the military departments. 








AN official interpretation of the several provisions 
of the recent law “to prevent desertions from the 
Army and for other purposes” will shortly appear 
in a general order from the Adjutant General's 
office. The Secretary of War has been giving per- 
sonal attention to the subject since his return, the 
early part of the week, especially to that feature re- 
quiring that he shall determine what misconduct 
shall constitute a failure to render honest and faith- 
ful service within the meaning of the act. These 
items of misconduct will be specified in detail in the 
forthcoming order. 





It is understood that considerable debate ensued 
during the executive session of the Senate on July 
9, when General Batchelder’s nomination was under 








consideration, as to the justice and propriety of 
over-slaughing worthy and capable officers in filling 
vacancies of this kind. Several Senators expressed 
their disapproval of such a course, but qualified 
their remarks by stating that nothing personal to 
General Batchelder was intended. The argument 
ended without a vote and the nomination was con- 
firmed unanimously. 

A WRITER in the New York Times on “ Pay Day 
atan Army Post,” says: ** The keepers of ‘ saloons’ 
—veritable shanty bells in the neigbborkood—are 
ready to receive them, and make bids for their en- 
tertainment on this day. So-called orchestras grace 
an elevated position against the wall, and fre- 
quently discourse music with more strength than 
skill. Gamblers are there, gathered like vultures 
after a battle, with po mercy in tbeir hearts, intent 
upon gaining the last possible dollar before the vic- 
tim, stupefied with vile whiskoy, is cast into the 
outer darkness from the door of thesaloon. Women 
lend their presence, too, and are not one whit more 
merciful than the companionable gamblers. They 
are banded together for the one purpose of getting 
the soldier’s money away from him ; while each bas 
a particular axe to grind and pocket to fill, the 
grindstone is the same for ali... And yet there are 
some who oppose the canteen within the garrison. 














A CORRESPONDENT objects to the present system of 
issuing ammuovition for small arms practice, and 
says: “In my company a man kuown to be a good 
shot, perbaps a distinguished marksman, sharp- 
shooter, or marksman, gets the choicest ammuvi- 
tion, gets the first opportunity to shoot, can select 
bis target, and his days to shoot; if teo cloudy or 
windy one day he can wait till another, etc., etc. 
Resruits or poor shots, men who need practice to 
become average shots, get nothing but reloaded 
ammuonition of the poorest quality, have to wait in 
the hot sun or wet grass sometimes for hours before 
they are allowed to shoot, and are allowed to shoot 
on such days only when the good shots think they 
cannot make a good score, and then are hurried 
just to get through the regulation amount of am- 
munition to show it on the books as having been 
expended.” 








Persons addressing letters to the Capital should 
exercise great care to make distinct the fact tbat 
their destination is the District of Columbia. Our 
attention is called tothe fact that several letters 
addressed “ Shorebam, Washington,” bave travelled 
across the Continent in search of atown of that 
name, instead of going direct to “* The Shoreham, 
Washington, D.C.” The infant State on the Pacific 
shore is making some of us disagreeably aware of its 
existence. The city founded by Washington can no 
longer claim undivided honors. Before the designa- 
tion “ Territory” was dropped from the address of 
the Pacific, Washiugton, those mistakes did not 
oceur. 








THE question of the bestowal of the field mar- 
shals’ batons, which are supposed to lie perdus in 
every soldier's knapsack, bas been lately occupying 
the minds of the authorities in lall Mall, with the 
result that they have apparently determined to 
make the attainment of the rank as difficult as cir- 
cumstances will admit. In future all soldiers pro- 
moted from the ranks are to be under the age of 28, 
except in very special circumstances.—Army and 
Navy Gazette. 





ALTHOUGH the War Department officials have not 
yet considered the question of sending this year's 
successful candidates from the ranks for appoinat- 
ment to 2d lieutenancies to Fort Mouroe for exam- 
ination before a final Board, there is apparently no 
intention of discontinuing this custom, which bas 
been in vogue now for the past four or five years. 
Orders for the final examination will probably be 
coming along now witbin the next few weeks. 








We note that at Aldershot, England, recently, 
a new infantry attack was successfully tested. named 
the “smoke attack.” The advanced line is pro- 
vided with smoke-cases, which, when ignited, cause 
a dense smoke, under cover of which the infantry 
advances, screened from deadly fire at short range.

Tue London Army and Navy Gazette, says: “The 
American people, North and Soutb, are to be con- 
gratulated upon the elevation of sentiment which 
enabled Northerners and Southerners to hail with 
bonor at last the name of the great soldier whose 
sword pearly cleft the Union in twain, and whose 
equestrian statue was recently erected at Rich- 
mood, Va. Our contemporaries have sought to 
improve the occasion by airing their knowledge of 
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the events of the great Civil War of 1861-64; but 
the moral they draw is not very satisfactory. Lee 
was not only a Christian commander, but he was a 
politician, if not a statesman; and he fought for 
slavery, as Bishop Seabury argued for it, on the 
ground that it was a heaven-born and directed in- 
stitution. Longstreet, Stonewall Jackson, and the 
generals who regarded a Northern Abolitionist as 
an mearnation of the Evil One, and the Federal 
Government as ap accursed tyranby, held the same 
opinions in 1861. They who survive are now ready 
to fight for the Union and aguinst the reinstitution 
of slavery; and Lee, if be had lived, would no doubt 
have undergone the same change of mind. It is 
curious that, as far as we know, their has been no 
movement to raise equestrian statues to Grant, 
Sherman, or Sheridan.” 








A WRITER in the Wichita Eagle says: “If I might 
suggest any corner in the vineyard of Kanaas his- 
tory that might be further tilled to advantage, it 
would be the connection of the ‘old Army' with 
the ante-state and pre-territosial period. By ‘old 
Army’ is meunt the small but select Regular Army 
of the United States as it existed before the great 
civil war, when its presiding genius was ‘Old Scoit;’ 
when the muffin cap, such as you see in Mexican 
war pictures, was the head covering of heroes who 
knew all about the ‘last war’ with England, and 
whose evidences of services were three or four 
arrowheads in different parts of their martial 
frames and an ability toswear exceeding that of a 
more ancient army in Flanders.

Kansas, in naming 
ber counties, has remembered Thomas, Sheridan, 
Grant, and Sherman, but has named Lyonand Reno 
and Sedgwick Counties after officers who not only 
served worthily and died bravely but lived for 
awhile in Kansas and were known to Kansas peuple. 
Sheridan spent a great deal of time here after the 
war, and Sherman was once a resident of the State, 
but it was asacivilian. Peace hath her victories, 
etv. Social hfe in Kansas has been affected by the 
presence of the ‘regulars.’ Leavenworth, Fort 
Scott,and Junction City have acquired a certain 
festive and gallant character from the presence of 
their respective garrisons. Kansas never hsd a son 
drafted into the Army, but has bad many fair 
daughters married into it, who have followed 
the drum all over the Union and have brightened 
life at every lonely post where flies the flag.”’

FIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS—FIRST SESSION. 


The sub committee of the House Military Com- 
mittee has decided to make a favorable report on

In 
view of the opposition to creating new offices, as 
demonstrated at the time the bill for an Assistant 
Secretary of War was pending in the House, it can- 
not be said that the prospects are so auspicious in

Acting upon the suggestion of the np | of 
War, who states that “there are now many applica- 
tions for the detail of officers beyond the number 
fixed by law from institutions which have a large 
number of students, and which are in every wa 
worthy of the detail,” the Senate Military Commit- 
tee has made a favorable report on the bill increas- 
ing the number of officers for college duty from 50 


to 75. 

The Senate Military Committee bas made adverse 
reports on Senate bill 2110, for the relief of certain 
officers and soldiers who did not receive the promo- 
tion to which they would have been entitled, be- 
cause the companies which they commanded were 
below the minimum of 66, and on Senate resolution 
No. 92, directing that namesof sbarpshooters and 
wilitary service institution medalists shall be in- 
scribed in Army Register, and authorizing the wear- 
ing of their decorations by such medalists. 

By a vote of 125 to 44, the Seuate on July 7 passed 
the bill S. 3917 for the adoption of regulations for 
preventing collisions at sea as recommended by the 
late International Marine Conference. 

The Senate Military Committee has made a favor- 
able report on the joint resolution to declare the 
retirement of Capt. Charles B. Stivers valid, and 
that he be entitled to his pay as such retired 
officer. It devoted its session, July 10th, to the con- 
sideration of private desertion bills and disposed 
of 2 large number, mostly adversely to the claim- 
ants.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The Ordnance Department bas purchased for 
trial about 200 cal. .88 Colt’s double-actiop and 
Smith and Wessor double-action bammerless re- 
volvers. The ay are to be issued to six troops in 
the Division of the Missouri. Troop ©, 5th Cavalry, 
and Troop M, 6th Cavalry, have been selected as the 
troops to receive the new arms in the Department 
of the Missouri. Reports are to be made as to the 
merits of the arms after a thorough test in service. 
Much dissatisfaction bas existed of late regarding 
the present Colt’s revolver, cal. .45, and it is likely 
one of the new arms will be adopted. 





The 15 inch valibre gun which bas been building 
at Cold Spring, on the Hudson, under contract with 
the British Government by the Pneumatic Dyna- 
mite Company, was successfully tested on Tuesday. 
Capt. Zalinski was present to superintend the 'tria!, 
while Col. T. A. Ryan, R. E.. of the Halifax garri- 
son, represented the War Office. The new pneu- 
matic tube basa length of 50 feet and a weight of 
73,000 lbs. Two shots were fired, the first with a 
wooden projectile 8 feet in length and of the ex- 
treme calibre. Allof these guns are fitted for sub- 
calibre projectiles, admitting of an interesting trial 
of the length of range of all diameters of shells. 
The second shot was accordingly with che projectile 
for the 8-inch gun, a copper and steel shell, 7 teet 
long, weighing 339 lbs. when loaded with its 150 lbs. 
of explosive, for which sand was substituted in this 
trial. The air pressure used was 1,000lbs. The third 
shot was with a 10-inch shell, of 529 lbs. weight when 
loaded with 200 lbs. of dynamite, and 7!¢ feet long. 
Its flight lasted 22 seconds, covering a distance of 
two miles. Two succeeding shots with 8-inch shells 
were fired to satisfactorily answer the conditions of 
the contract, which called for a range of 2.500 yards 
with a 200 lb. charge of dynamite, and 3,500 yards 
with a charge of 100 lbs. The pressure was de- 
creased, the final shot baving an initial pressure of 
876 lbs. and a muzzle pressure of 745 lbs. The shell 
mounted higher than any one preceding it, consid 
erably surpassing the maximum range required and 
attaining a calculated distance of two and a quarter 
miles. As the projectiles used were not made espe- 
cially for the new gun, mishaps occurred in the 
flight of two of them, the bands breaking from the 
shells in mid-air and causing a wabbling movement 
——— caused them to lose trajectory and fall into 

he river. 





The Secretary of the Navy has consented to 
another trial of the pneumatic gun carriage at the 
earnest solicitation of the contractors, who believe 
they have overcome obstacles which brought about 
a failure ov the previous trial. 





The Navy Department is now preparing to con- 
tract for an Ericsson submarine gun and projectiles 
for the game, in accordance with the provision in 
the late Naval Appropriation act appropriating 
$30,000 for the purpose. The company, it is under- 
stood, has already arranged for the construction of 
the gun, so that there will be no delay after the 
contract has been signed. Before proceeding with 
the preparation of the contract, a written agrev- 
ment was given by the company allowing the Gov- 
ernment the option to contract at such prices as 
may be satisiactory, for the exclusive right to man- 
ufacture, by contract or otherwise, such submarine 
guns and projectiles, without the paymentof any 
royalty. The new gun, when completed, will be 
tested at Newport. 





The Ordnance Department of the Army will open 

roposals July 17 for furnisbing 20,000 metallic rifle 
blank cartridges, .50-inch calibre, for issue to the 
militia. Tbey are to be delivered at Frankford 
Arsenal, Pa. 





A Paris despatch of July 8 says: M. Paul Gifford, 
a French scientist, has discovered a new propulsive 
force which may revolutionize the art of war. It is 
a condensed liquified gas which he calls ‘La Nou- 
velle Balistique,” or liquified gas. Three hundred 
drops of this compound are contained in asmall 
steel receptacle under the rifle barrel, and each time 
the trigger is pulled one drop falls into the breech 
behind the bullet. Contact with the air causes this 
drop to volatilize instantaneously with an expan- 
sive force far exceeding that of guapowder, and 
which expels the bullet with terrible velocity, ac- 
companied by neither noise nor smoke. This inven- 
tion 1s also applicable te artillery. 





The long-talked-of competitive test of armor 
plates of foreign manufacture bas finally been set 
for Aug.10 next. Three plates, as previously stated 
io the JOURNAL, are to betried. Oneis a compound 
plate of the kind used in Hngland, made by Cam- 
melland Co. The second isasteel plate made by 
the Creusot Company, and of the kind adopted in 
certain continental countries for armoring ships. 
The third is of nickel steel, an alloy of steel and 
nickel, which is reported to have shown remark- 
able resisting qualities on the proving ground at 
Creusot and in England. These plates are each 6 
feet by 8 feet and 1044 inches thick. The conditions 
for the test will be similar to those prescribed for 
the American plates (none of which, however, have 
been submitted) in the circular issued last Decem- 
ber, except that an 8-inch instead of a 6-inch gun 
will be used.

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OFFICIAL TRIAL OF THE PHILADELPHIA. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 30, 1890. 


Hon. Secretary of the Navy: 

Sir: We have the bonor to submit the followin 
report of the proceedings of the Board appoint 
by you to make an examination of Cruiser No. 4, 
the Philadelphia, and to witness the trial of that 
veasel and her machinery. 

In obedience to the Department’s order of the 7th 
inst., the Board met at the shipyard of the William 
Cramp and Sons, Ship and Engine Building Com- 
pany, at 10 a. m., June 10, 1890, all the members 
oaas present exccpt Lieut. Marix, who was absent 
on duty. 

The question of docking the ship was first dis- 
cussed. Lieut.-Comwdr, Leutze and Naval Con- 
structor Hauscom, both members of the Buard, 
stated that she had been docked within a week and 
examined by them. It was therefore decided not to 
dock her again unless circumstances rendered it 
necessary. 

The entire Board then made a preliminary in- 
spection of the ship, and sub-committees were ap- 
pointed to make thorough examinations in accord- 
ance with the Department’s order, and note ull de- 
fects, deviations and unfinished work. 

On Junell tbe contractors were authorized by 
the Board to commence placing the Gocignetes 
weights on board the Philadelphia. Mr. William 
Cramp stated that it would take ten to twelve days 
to prepare the ship for her trial. The Board then 
adjourned, and the members separated to carry out 
their instructions with regard to the inspection of 
the ship and the course over which the trial was to 
be made. 

On June 21 the Board reconvened at Cramp’s ship- 
yard, all arrangements having been made for the 
trial, the course being laid out and vessels detailed 
to anchor on the course and take tidal observations. 

On June 24 the Philadelphia got under way and 
stood. out off Delaware Bay. At 8 P.M. came to 
anchor fifteen miles off Fire Island. The draught 
of the vessel was taken at different times, with the 
following results: 

in fresh water, when leaving the wharf at Cramp’s 
shipyard—Forward., 18.10; aft, 21.10. Mean, 20.4. 

(This draught of 20 ft. 4 ins. is estimated as equal 
to 20 ft. ip sea water). 

Draught taken before getting under way on the 








morning of the trial—Forward, 17.8; aft, 21.6. 
Mean, 19 7. 

Draugbt at end of trial—Forward, 16.10; aft, 21.7. 
Mean, 19.244. 


The ship was run under forced draft for two hours 
during this afternoon. 

June 25.—Got under way at 8 A.M. and prepared 
for the trial, all the members of the Board being de- 
tailed for different duties. Mr. Cramp informea the 
Board that the sbi» was ready for her steam trial. 
At about 12.05 p. M. the forced draugbt was put on 
the boilers, and speed iacreased to 18 knots, when 
ship was about 10 miles from the western end of the 
course. 

The conditions of weather were favorable for a sea 
trial (light breeze, force about 2, hazy atmosphere, 
smooth sea). 

At about 12.30 p. m. the trial commenced and it 
ended at448. The average speed duringarun of 
four hours was 19.678 knots per hour. (See detailed 
report of trial appended, marked D.) 

During the trial the engines and boilers worked in 
a most satisfactory manner; the necessary steam 
pressure being maintained throughout the course, 
The Board estimates that the ship while under 
forced draft, ran a distance of about 100 miles. At 
the end of the trial the machinery and boilers were 
in good condition, no defects having been discov- 
ered and only one slight accident occurring to the 
arrangements for oiling the machinery. (See Chief 
Engineer Ayres’s report.) 2 

At the expiration of the trial, the Board met and 
calling Mr. Wm. Cramp, representative of the con- 
tractors, notified him of the observed result and 
asked if he was satisfied with the trial. He an- 
swered that be was satisfied. Mr. Cramp was then 
asked by the Board if he desizved amother trial; be 
answered “ No.” The ship anchored for the night 
off Shinnecock Light. 

June 26.—The Philadelphia got under way at 7.30 
A. M. and stood to the southward. During the after- 
noon the strength and efficiency of engines and 
steering gear was thoroughly tested. (Report ap- 
pended, marked B.) 

June 27.—Returned to Cramp’s shipyard, arriving 
at8a.Mm. The Board submits the following conclu- 
sions, which have been arrived at after a thorough 
——euen of the Philadelphia and all her 

ttings: 

1, As to * Whether the vessel is sufficiently strong 
to carry the armament, equipment, coal, stores and 
machinery, indicated in tbe plans and specifica- 
tions,” the answer is ** Yes.” 

2. Asto“ whether the bull and fittings, and the 
machinery, including engines, boilers and appurten- 
ances of the vessel, are strong and well built, and in 
strict conformity with the contract, drawings, plans 
and specifications, and with duly authorized changes 
ip the same,”’ the reply is that they are. 

3. As to “ whether the vessel is in all ree com- 
plete and ready for delivery, in accordance with the 
requirements of the contract,’ the reply is that she 
is, with certain exceptions, which appear in the de- 
tailed reports of the engineer and constructor—mem- 
bers of the Board. 

The vibration of the hull was at no time more 
than would be expected in a veesel of this type, 
whose engines were making 120 reyolutions; the 
midship section, over engine, showed no signs of 
structural weakness. The sea being smooth, there 
was bardly any perceptible roll or pitch.

The Board say: 

The Philadelphia, passing 400 yds. inshore of the 
Dolphin, crossed the western range 2,130 yds. to the 
northward, and the eastern range 2,800 to the north- 
ward of the points intended. The greater distance 
in the latter case was due chiefly to injudicious 
steering. Standing on a mile and a haif beyond the 
easteru range the ship was turned witha starboard 
helm (although the master was warned that he was 
already too far tothe northward) and crossed the 
range, returning, 1 5-8 miles north of the first cross- 
ing. On the inszer run a practically straight course 
was steered, and the western range crossed 300 yds. 
south of the first crossing. Duriog the outer run 
there were three changes of course, the first of 
nearly a point, when the Nina was sighted, soon 
after passing the Dolphin; the 2d, of a quarter point, 
at the middie of the run, and the 3d, of one-third 
point, near the end of the run. ifall the vessels bad 
been in position on the line, these changes, of 
course, might not have occurred, but they should 
not all have occurred, as it was. Tne difference in 
the distance run, due to these changes of course is 
inappreciable. 

The lengths of course, as obtained, were corrected 
by the “current’’ observations, made on board the 
vessels stationed along the course, ail of which were 
sufficiently near their stations for reliable observa- 
tions. The U. 8S.S. Ninaand the C.38. C. and G. 
steamer Blake took no tidal observations. 

During the run over the measured course the 
mean revolutions per minute, steam pressure and 
vacuum, was az follows:

The boilers steamed freely under forced draft, 
furnishing more steam than the engines required 
ruoning atthe maximum speed. Tne engines ran 
smoothly, and the jouroals showed but little ten- 
dency towards heating, it being only once necessar 
torun water on them, and then only on the I. P. 
erank pin of port engine and H. P. crank pin of 
starboard engine. Asa precautionary measure small 
streams of water were run on the L. P. crank pin of 
starboard engine and all the line shaft journals. 
During the third hour of the run the telescopic oil- 
ing arrangement of the |. P. crank pin of port en- 
gine was broken, and the indicator gear of that en- 
gine was disabled. In other respects no casualties 
occurred. 

Duriog the trial, while off the 40 mile course, there 
was no effort made to adjust the throttle or cut offs 
with a view of obtaining better results while on the 
course. 


THE TUCSON COURT-MARTIAL.

The cbarges against Major Joseph W. Wham and 
Major Towar were absurdly small, the trials were 
brief, the evidence ludicrously weak, and the court 
deliberated but a very few minutes. It is the pre- 
vailing opinion that the verdict was an honorable 
acquittal in voth cases. Major Wham'’s counsel 
rested his case on the prosecution's evidence. 

In the trial of Major Towar the evidence of the 
prosecution alone was taken, the defence being 
quite willing to rest on it.

CHATTANOOGA, TENN., July 4, 1890. 
Tue Fourth of July exercises o€ the reunion of the Con- 


federate veterans took the form of a monster parade this F 


morning. Two thousand veterans were in line, together 
with the three regiments of Tennessee te rds en- 
camped near the city and several military companies from 
other Southern cities. Gen. John B. Gor was Com- 
mander-in-Chief ot the procession, and Gen. E. Kirby Smith, 
attired in a suit of Confederate gray, commanded the mili- 
tary division. In allthe line not a single yey flag 
was displayed, but every command carried the national 
colors. Several hundred young men, sons of “Confederate 
veterans, passed along singing national airs. Gov. Taylor 
of Tennessee and re —— the Lem militia. 
Speeches were made by G Geo. B. Gordon of Louisiana, 
Gen. W. 8. Cabell of Texas, Genk. Kirby Smith of Tennes- 
see, and Gen. “ Tige ” Anderson of Georgia. To-night the 
whole city is illuminated. Lookout ye and Mis- 
siovary Ridge are ablaze with yh bts, and on the 
Tennessee River and Cameron Hill re are monster pyro- 
technic displays. The parade of Confederate veterans 
clearly indicated that it bas been a long time since the 
close of the war. The men are gray-haired and nearly all 
infirm. Many of them ap in their old tattered gray 

ackets. In a speech at the tent to-day Gen. Gordon of 

visiana made the remark that time had shown ~ 
slavery was wrong, and consequently that the South had 
been on the wrong side of the fight. To-morrow the vet- 
erans will goto eeaemeaes attleiteld, the proposed na- 
tional park, and attend a picnic.
